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MAKING INROADS 

TO BUSINESS PLAN

PLANS to build an access road at the site of a 
proposed £9million development in Seaton have just 
been validated by East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

In March, Pulman’s View exclusively revealed that 
Barkley Park Cedar Ltd had submitted plans to the district 
council to create a Business Development Unit at land 
close to the Harepath Road area of the town. 

The unit will be home to office suites available for long 
and short-term rent. 

The application for an access road at the site was 
validated by EDDC on Tuesday, May 11th, and would 
provide the first stage of the multimillion pound 
development if it is given the go-ahead. 

A decision is expected within the near future. 

Joseph Marchant, of Context Logic Ltd, the agent acting 
on behalf of Barkley Park Cedar Ltd, said: “A planning 
application for highways access has just been submitted as 
part of a short term aspiration to make a future application 
to bring forward the allocated employment site off 
Harepath Road. 

“This site has the scope to considerably expand 
employment opportunities in Seaton to strengthen and 
diversify the town’s economy.” 

There has been a mixed reaction to the plans from 
members of the public with some claiming the scheme 
would be a waste of money and others saying it would be 
a boost for the town. 

The Seaton Development Trust has given its support to 
the plans. 

However, Seaton and District Chamber of Commerce 
has not yet decided if it will back the development. 

Mr Marchant added that he was hopeful the application 
would receive the thumbs up. 

He said: “Approval of this application would pave the 
way for an application for the Business Development Unit 
and other employment uses that members of the 
community and local authority would be able to become 
engaged in and influence in a manner that may prove to 
offer the town a very attractive package that has the 
capacity to be both social and economically enriching.”

POLICE in Seaton carried out 
speed checks at the Bunts Lane 
and Harepath Road areas of the 
town on Wednesday, May 12th.

“The main puprose of these speed 
check days is to educate and warn 
drivers who commit offences.” 


Seat is held 
by Lib Dem 

THE Liberal Democrats held the 
Seaton seat on East Devon 
District Council when Peter 
Burrows won a by-election on 
Thursday, May 6th. 

Mr Burrows’ fellow Liberal 
Democrat, Margaret Rogers, retired 
in March, making the seat vacant. 

The count was made the day after 
the by-election and Mr Burrows 
gained 2,414 votes, ahead of the 
Conservative Party candidate, John 
Meakin, on 1,795. 

The turnout for the by-election was 
70.78 per cent. 

Mr Burrows was previously a 
member of EDDC from 2003 to 
2007, during which time he served 
on a number of committees, 
including as chairman of the Scrutiny 
Committee.

Crime figures on 
the up for month

CRIME in Colyton has 
increased according to 
monthly figures released by 
Seaton police. 

Five incidents took place in 
Colyton last month, compared to 
only two in March. 

On Sunday, April 4th, a youth 
pushing a moped caused damage 
to a parked vehicle. The youth 
has been identified and police 
have said he will be death with in 
due course. 

Overnight between Saturday 
and Sunday, April 17th and 18th, 
a car was stolen from the 
Dolphin Street car park. The car 
was later found nearby. 

A public order offence was 
reported to police on Thursday, 
April 22nd. During the incident 


a man verbally abused a motorist 
who had parked in The Butts. 

Two incidents took place on 
Saturday, April 24th. An attempt 
was made to remove lead 
flashing from a residential 
property in The Butts and a 
chainsaw was stolen from an 
outbuilding in Colyford. 

Four offences took place in 
Beer last month. On Sunday, 
April 4th, a woman on Beer 
beach had her handbag stolen. 

Criminal damage was caused 
to play equipment in Mare Lane 
on Thursday, April 15th. Police 
say that a 15-year-old has 
admitted causing the damage. 

A tawny owl was found shot 
dead in a field on the outskirts of 
Beer. Police believe the incident 
took place overnight between 
Thursday and Friday, April 22nd 
and 23rd. Enquiries are ongoing. 


A Landrover Discovery had its 
panels scratched whilst parked in 
Dolphin Road on Monday, April 
26th. 

Branscombe was also the scene 
of four offences in April. 

An outbuilding was broken 
into and a strimmer, leaf blower 
and spade were stolen. An exact 
date is not known for the offence 
but police believe it was 
sometime in early April. 

Sometime between 

Wednesday, April 7 th, and 
Wednesday, April 28th, a 
quantity of heating oil was stolen 
from an outdoor tank. 

On Monday, April 26th, a 
public order offence occured 
when a vehicle drove onto a 
private driveway and the driver 
threatend to cause damage to the 
property. 

Sea Shanty car park was the 


scene of arson on Thursday, 
April 29th. The occupants of a 
car were seen to set light to a 
waste bin in the car park. 

According to the figures 
residents in Axmouth, Farway, 
Northleigh, Rousdon and 
Combpyne and Southleigh had a 
peaceful month with no 
incidents reported to police. 

A spokesman for Seaton police 
said: “The April crime figures 
continue to be below the long 
term average which is 24 crimes 
and is the lowest April total 
since at least 2004. In fact, every 
month this year has been below 
the long term average.

NHS Devon has confirmed it is 
working with Honiton Town 
Council to arrange a public 
meeting to discuss proposed 
changes at the maternity unit at 
Honiton Community Hospital. 

At the time of going to press a 
spokesman for the council said they 
were finalising a date for the event, 
possible dates that have been 
pencilled in include Saturday, May 
29th or Saturday, June 26th. 

Last week the Pulman’s View 
reported how health bosses said they 
were ‘looking forward’ to discussing 
potential changes to the maternity 
services offered in Honiton and now 
NHS Devon has said it is hopeful a 
public meeting will take place in June. 


A spokesman said: “NHS Devon 
and Honiton Town Council are 
working together to arrange a public 
meeting, to be held in June, on the 
proposed maternity changes. 

“NHS Devon will be explaining the 
proposals at a range of meetings and 
events, beginning the week of May 
24th. 

“We look forward to having the 
opportunity to explain the proposals 
in more detail, and particularly want 
to hear the views of parents and 
parents-to-be.” 

A meeting organised by Honiton 
Town Council and local campaigners 
had been scheduled to take place on 
Saturday, May 15th but was cancelled 
after health authority representatives 
declined an invitation to attend. 

NHS Devon has faced a huge public 
backlash after it revealed its plans to 
potentially cut the maternity services 


offered at Honiton Community 
Hospital. 

A protest and petition signing 
against the proposed changes took 
place on the streets of Honiton on 
Saturday, March 20th. Hundreds of 
people put their name on the petition 
that was handed to NHS bosses. 

A demonstration was held outside 
the East Devon District Council 
headquarters in Sidmouth on Monday, 
March 30th. A meeting of the East 
Devon Locality County Committee 
was taking place inside the building as 
dozens of protestors, some with 
young children, rallied outside. 

Then on Friday, April 16th a public 
meeting organised by Honiton Town 
Council went ahead despite NHS 
Devon representatives pulling out. A 
packed audience at the Mackarness 
Hall heard from parents and parents- 
to-be during the two hour public 


meeting. Everyone who spoke 
criticised the proposed changes. Local 
GPs and a representative from the 
Exeter and East Devon branch of the 
National Childbirth Trust were also 
present and spoke out against the 
NHS Devon proposals. 

NHS Devon said it could not attend 
the event because the election had 
been called and Department of Health 
guidance did not permit them to take 
part in consultation events during the 
election period. 

However, candidates for the three 
main political parties attended and all 
three blasted the proposed changes. 

More than 4,000 people have signed 
up to a Facebook campaign against 
the proposed cuts to the maternity 
services. The proposals could also 
affect hospitals in Okehampton and 
Tiverton.

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TEENAGER Ben Matthews 
will have his work cut out as he 
embarks on a mission to cycle 
across Canada. 

The former Colyton Grammar 
School student is no stranger to 
physical challenges as he is a 
member of Honiton-based N1 
Triathlon Club and harbours an 
ambition to join the Royal Marines 
after university. 

He is undergoing a gruelling 
training regime to be as prepared as 
possible for whatever Canada 
throws at him. 

When speaking to Pulman’s View 
last Friday morning, for example, it 
wasn’t straightforward to organise 
a photo shoot as he was about to go 
for a four and a half hour cycle 
session before going swimming. 

Ben, 19, lives in Alfington, near 
Ottery St Mary, and hopes his 
adventure will raise at least 
£10,000 for Help for Heroes. 

He will leave the UK on Friday, 
May 28th and hopes to cover the 
vast distance in three months - and 
he can’t really afford to stay much 
longer as university awaits in 
September. 

Ben said: “I am currently on my 
gap year before going to read 
human biology at Loughborough 
University and joining the Royal 
Marines thereafter. 

“For the last 10 months I have 
worked in Millstone Bakery in 
Ottery to earn enough money to 
cycle solo and unsupported across 
Canada - from Vancouver on the 
west coast, to Halifax on the east 
coast.

Wild West-country 

THIS is the Westcountry, not the Wild, Wild, 
West-country — so pistol-toting and gun-slinging 
are not usual habits of the area. 

Shotguns, yes. Shootin’, fishin’, huntin’, yes. But that’s 
about as far as it normally goes. 

Not so anymore. The sport of shooting is about to be 
opened up to the area in a high safety new indoor venue 
in Pulman ’s Country. 

The Target Sports Centre, set up by local businessman 
Richard Clist, is aimng to provide top facilities in the 
Westcountry for the sport of target shooting. 

But where would one set up such a noisy sport as this? 
Well, it all started when Richard bought The Charmouth 
Tunnel back in 2004. The tunnel, built in 1831, sat 
redundant after the by-pass was formed until Mr Clist 
purchased it and decided it would be a perfect venue for 
a shooting range. Situated just outside of Axminster, on 
the A3 5 towards Charmouth, the tunnel will now be 
home to this new sporting facility — the perfect place to 
keep the sound of shots hidden. 

I was lucky enough to be invited to the old tunnel with 
the purpose to meet with owner Richard and to have a 
nose around the place to see what it is all about. 

Admittedly, my knowledge of shooting is about as 
advanced as my knowledge of aerodynamics, so I was 
keen to get a bit more info. 

Although I knew the venue was the old tunnel, I had a 
vision in my mind of what a shooting range would be 
like. Having never seen or visited one before, I think I 
may have been forgiven for my initial thoughts. 

The image I had in my mind was of a large open- 
fronted shed-like building with some target boards at the 
other end of a field. This is not what I found. 

On arrival, I was faced with one end of an ordinary road 
tunnel, however, this one had glistening glass doors and 
windows fronting it. On the inside, there was a complex 
design of a new family-friendly facility getting ready to 
open its doors to the public. 

As Richard took me on a tour of this extraordinary 
hideaway, I discovered that it was far from the stuffy 
members-only gun club I assumed it would be. 

It seems that anyone can have a go, you don’t even have 
to be a member of the club. You can pay as little as £15 
to go and give it a try and to learn something new. 
Anyone any age — even children from as young as six — 
can go and experience this exhilarating sport. 

You may think that the last thing you want your young 
child to hold in their hand is a gun but it goes much 
deeper as a sport than it may appear from the outside. 

Shooting is, like many other sports, an excellent way to 
learn discipline, but it is also a sport which offers the 
lesson of responsibility. With the very highest in safety 
standards, the Target Sports Centre will offer two ranges 
— one at 25 metres and one at 50 metres — for those 
interested in shooting whether they would like to become 
a member or just try it for the day. 

Richard hopes the police will be among organisations 
to make use of the facility which will hold National Rifle 
Association competitions as well as coaching from some 
top professionals who have been hand-picked. 

Far from a modern pastime, shooting is an Olympic 
sport and was one of the sports on the programme of the 
first modern Olympic Games in Athens in 1896. It is a 
growing discipline today and Richard has high hopes that 
the new hi-tech centre will provide training facilities for 
the 2012 Olympics. 

Richard said: “With support from Lloyds TSB, the 
world-class shooting venue will also offer a club cafe, a 
club shop including an armoury, training facilities with 
range safety officers, and an observation area. And it will 
also create new jobs in the area. 

“We are resetting the standard of shooting ranges, 
bringing something completely new to the area. We have 
very strict protocols on safety within all aspects of the 
club.” 

It’s hard not to be utterly impressed by this new feature 
in our community which is on target to be completed 
within a matter of weeks. Not only is it offering a 
fantastic sport to the area, bringing in business and 
providing jobs, but is also making use of an otherwise 
redundant but perfectly usable building. 

And I’m pretty sure that not every shooting range is 
adorned with Axminster Carpets!

Success is in the air 
after company move

A COMPANY that moved from 
Chard to Axminster only a few 
weeks ago is already reaping the 
benefits of larger premises. 

Air Control Industries (ACI) had 
outgrown its home of 42 years and 
decided to relocate to Axminster. 

The company is a leading 
manufacturer of industrial fans, 
blowers and air knife surface drying 
systems. 

The decision was announced last 
autumn after the company, which 
employs about 45 people, had looked 
around the Somerset and Devon area 
for suitable premises. 

ACI started to refit the premises, 
previously occupied by Villager 
Stoves on the Millwey estate, in 


January and MD Paul Tuffin said: 
“We are delighted that we finally 
found a suitable factory within five 
miles of our current location. 

“We also looked further away, like 
Wellington, which would have been 
more disruptive to the workforce. 

“The new site has plenty of scope 
for future growth and has excellent 
access for the large articulated 
vehicles.” 

He looked through the office 
window at the open fields and said: 
“The setting here is beautiful.” 

He explained that production was 
stopped in Chard on Thursday, April 
29th and the company was back to 
full capacity the following 
Wednesday. 

“We are very pleased with that,” Mr 
Tuffin said. 

But the move wasn’t without a hitch 


or two. On the day the machinery was 
moved, traffic was slowed by an 
overturned truck, road works and a 
malfunctioning set of traffic lights 
along the route. 

Mr Tuffin recalled the day and said: 
“We were thinking that somebody up 
there was not wanting us to be 
successful in this move. 

“But it didn’t dampen our spirits.” 

Another company, Uffculme-based 
Thermal Engineering Systems (TES), 
comes under the ACI umbrella - and 
it has been decided to bring across the 
fabrication side to Axminster. 

TES has won a large order and the 
increased space in Axminster allows 
the company to bid for ‘bigger’ work 
and, as a result, two or three people 
with the required skills will be 
recruited for the company in the near 
future.

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Mary Rose speaker 
dressed as a l\idor 


WHEN the speaker at the May 
meeting of Axminster Probus 
Club appeared in Tudor clothing 
it was obvious that the talk would 
be of an historical nature and so 
the title The Mary Rose — Past, 
Present and Future was entirely 
appropriate. 

Bill Moore had spent much of his 
time in the 1970s as a volunteer diver 
on the vessel and has been involved 
with the recovery and conservation 
ever since. 

The Mary Rose sank without firing 
a shot whilst facing the French fleet in 
the approaches to Portsmouth 


harbour. 

Many theories have been advanced 
as to the cause. Certainly the ship was 
heavily overloaded and when the ship 
was put about with the gun ports open 
she heeled to the extent that water 
flooded in. 

The wind at the time was very light 
and the French were unable to 
manoeuvre so had sent in rowed gun 
boats. Bill thought it highly possible 
that one of these had struck on the 
waterline with a cannon ball. 

Whatever the cause the vessel sank 
very rapidly in 1545 with severe loss 
of life and much of the structure 


decayed. 

The starboard side covered in mud 
and protected by crustaceous growth 
survived. 

The hull was discovered in 1836 by 
use of primitive diving techniques but 
abandoned when little was recovered. 
It was not until 1965 that work 
resumed with work starting to a 
defined plan in 1971 leading to the 
recovery of the remains in 1982. 

In all some 600 volunteer divers 
worked on the project. Since then 
there has been ongoing conservation 
of the hull and the thousands of 
artefacts. 


Bill, who had started his career as a 
carpenter showed a selection of 
replicas of salvaged items, all of 
which he had made with his own 
hands. With the numerous 
illustrations his audience was given a 
vivid insight into the life of a mariner 
of the times. 

A new museum is to be built in time 
for the opening of the Olympics and 
will show the remains and tell the 
story of epic times in British history 
together with the tragedy which is so 
often a feature of life at sea. 

A visit is now being planned by the 
club.

Headteacher 
talks of her 
experience

The churchwardens and other 
parish officers of the Diocese of 
Exeter have, in recent days, been 
attending services in their localities 
known as visitations, in which 
archdeacons affirm the ministry of 
the parish officers and hold a 
visitation court, which is a legal 
requirement under Canon Law. 
Churchwardens are admitted to their 
offices for the ensuing year, and 
clergy and laity have their ministries 
affirmed. 

Clearly this is a year for elections. 
The General Synod of the Church of 
England, described as the church’s 
parliament, elects new members for 
a three-year term later this year. 

The electorate for this are members 
of the Deanery Synods, and details 
of the candidates will be coming to 
deaneries shortly. There will be local 
hustings attended by the candidates. 

In the meantime, in July the 


present members of the General 
Synod will meet for the last time 
before the election. 

An important item on this occasion 
will be the proposed legislation to 
permit the consecration of women 
bishops. 

It is understood that no provision 
will be included for the opponents of 
the proposal. 

To succeed, the legislation has to 
be passed by a simple majority of 
bishops, clergy and laity. 
Arrangements are likely to be made 
to allow traditionalist parishes to opt 
out of the oversight of a woman 
bishop. 

However, the proposals could also 
to see the departure of some 
traditionalists to the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

The month of May sees regular 
services and events in progress such 
as coffee mornings. But the 
Dunkeswell Benefice, with its five 
churches of Luppitt, Sheldon, 
Upottery and Dunkeswell parish and 
the abbey, is celebrating the 
commissioning of the Mission 
Community by Bishop Bob of 
Crediton on Sunday morning, May 
16th at Luppitt. 

In addition, the Honiton Mission 
Community is holding Evensong at 
Combe Raleigh on Sunday evening, 
May 23rd. 

One of the churches in this Mission 
Community at Awliscombe could 
not ring out its bells for a recent 
festival due to a hairline crack in the 
headstock of their number two bell. 
Work is now ensuing to raise funds 
for the repairs.

Why not come along to the Guildhall on Tuesday or Thursday 
morning, 9.30am-1.00pm, to meet me, your local NHS Health 
Trainer, Kate Rew. If you are worried about your weight; or want i 
to be more active; want to stop smoking; reduce your stress and , 
anxiety; build your confidence, reduce alcohol consumption and 
aren't sure how to achieve this by yourself, I can help encourage and motivate you to do it. 
Working together, we look at your past history what you have tried, what's worked and what 
hasn't and together we build a programme which suits your situation and work out a series of 
small steps that you can take to improve your health. 

Often these steps can seem quite minor, like eating a regular breakfast, taking regular exercise 
or eating a bit more fruit and veg. But taken together over the weeks and months, these steps 
add up and can make a really positive difference to your life. The service can also offer smokers 
the support to give up and I have also helped those struggling with alcohol dependency either 
by supporting them to cut down or signposting them to other local services. 

There have been many success stories for the Health Trainer Service. One lady who has greatly 
benefitted from using the service has lost around half her body weight, she feels terrific - looks 
terrific and her blood pressure has gone down and she has been able to come off medication.

Innovative play area design 
stimulates imagination 



The Playbuilder Programme is an initiative funded by the 
Department for Children, Schools and Families. Somerset 
County Council was awarded Playbuilder status in April 
2008 and subsequently devolved the funding to the District 
Council. South Somerset District Council decided that part 
of their capital grant for specific play areas should be 
devolved to Town and Parish Councils; consequently Chard 

was fortunate to receive funding for the play area at _ f . 

Jocelyn Park with a match funded grant from the District Before refurbishment 
Council. As a result of this Chard Town Council had funding of £50,000 to spend on this play area. 
The next step was consultation with local residents and children, which was carried out by 
Barnardo's. 

The children were encouraged to tell us the kind of things they would like to have on the play area 
and the design was then based on this. A company was then chosen to design the play area from 
a list of those approved by South Somerset District Council. The company chosen was Swan Paul 
Partnership Ltd., Landscape architects who were based in Taunton put the contract out to tender 
and from this Parsons Landscaping were appointed. Swan Paul were also commissioned to ad¬ 
minister and project manage the contract and have done an excellent job so far. 

All this took several months and the work finally began the first week in March. Luckily the weather 
stayed dry, apart from a few days, for the next four weeks and progress was rapid. However, with 
so many Playbuilder projects happening at the same time, manufacturers of play equipment and 
safety surfacing have been unable to keep up with demand and some of the items ordered for 
Jocelyn Park took a bit of time before they were delivered nevertheless a small section of the park 
was opened for the Easter holiday period so children could use the facilities, without the presence 
of contractors. 

Since the work has recommenced three quarters of the 
Park is now complete and being very well used by the pub- 
i lie. Hopefully the remaining equipment will be delivered 
I within the next four weeks which will mean that the work 
| can be completed. 

The new play area gives an eclectic mix of the new equip¬ 
ment interspersed with the existing wood and metal with 
additional rocks, wooden stepping stones. Play areas are 
not just about play equipment but should also be exciting, 
stimulate the imagination and give an element of risk 
| through which children learn to recognise and manage

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i Town Clerk's Annual Report 2010 

| This report concludes the third year in the Council's 
I four-year term. In 2011 we shall be looking at 
elections once again, though not National but Local 
Council Elections. For Officers this is a time when we 
reflect upon those Councillors whom we have got to 
I know. It's a mixed feeling as it is Councillors who make 
I the decisions - Officers merely advise. 

| Your Town Councillors are elected democratically by the 
people. They are not paid and receive no expenses or 
I allowances. Often when they are the subject of abuse 
and criticism I wonder what it is that drives them to accept this onerous and 
demanding role. In Human Resource (HR) terms they are in effect Unpaid 
Employees of the Council and are entitled to receive the same 'duty of care' that 
a paid employee is entitled to receive. The laws of slander and libel are of cold 
comfort to the recipients of accusations and innuendo when the perpetrator 
chooses to hide behind a nom-de plume or a fictitious address. Council decisions 
are taken by Councillors collectively, often after Officer advice, but no single 
Councillor has any more power, in law, than any other Councillor or Elector. It is 
when they sit in Council that their power is derived. Difficult decisions have to be 
made, but one thing is absolutely certain; those decisions are democratically taken 
by a group of people you have chosen to represent you. The decision(s) may not 
suit you but they have been made in a democratic manner. 

Last year I enthused over the plans for relocating the Council's administration into 
the Guildhall and providing face-to-face contact with the public on five and a half 
days a week. Many, including some within the Council, said it would not happen 
but the doubters have been proved wrong. The Guildhall is no longer that'black 
hole' where Chardians can only look through the glass doors - those same glass 
doors are now open seven days a week with a Reception facility manned by 
Council staff for forty-four hours a week spread over six days. On many days of 
the week we are joined by staff and volunteers from other agencies who, like the 
Council employees, are available to the public for advice and help. 

This relocation, together with the installation of 
telephonic and computer equipment, was achieved 
within budget from the Council's reserves without one 
penny being added to your Council Tax bill. Chard Town 
Council was one of very few authorities to set a 'zero 
budget' for this coming year. That small portion of your 
Council Tax bill that comes to this Council is exactly the 
same as last year and your Councillors should be 
commended for that. A 'zero budget' is not simply 
standing still. When a budget is below inflation rate, no 
matter how low the rate may be, it is in effect going 
backwards and something has to give. Tightening belts 
and 'more for less' are common phrases that come to 
mind but these are always short-term measures that 
hide the inevitable. 

Quite rightly for a town of its size and operation Chard 
now has a Deputy Town Clerk. This was achieved by 
merging two posts saving £14,000 in the process - a move criticised, quite vocally 
by some residents (in the media) as extravagant though they never once 
complained openly to the Council either at meetings or in the post. The stream¬ 
lining of processes and operations through this appointment has enabled 
important savings to be made - and more are planned. I would emphasise this is 
not a 'fat trimming exercise' - there wasn't any fat to start with! It is merely taking 
advantage of current market forces and making efficiencies. 

If there has been a disappointment in this last year it is that our Amenities 
Department, ably assisted by the volunteers from the Chard in Bloom Committee, 
and despite a gargantuan amount of effort did not gain the coveted Gold Award 
in the South West in Bloom competition. Chard once again had to settle for the 
Silver Gilt Award - an award that many towns, even some larger than Chard, 
would give their eye teeth to achieve. At the time of judging - a horribly wet day 
in July, it was generally agreed by all involved that the standard of judging was 
poor but of course that just sounds like sour grapes! However, the Council has 
agreed not to enter the competition for at least this year, and to appraise and 
consolidate upon our efforts of previous years. That is not to say the town will not 
look lovely this year - it will, but the bedding plants will be allowed to develop in 
their own way and in their own time without the pressures of judging day looming 
in early July. Once again, we hope as many traders as possible will purchase 
hanging baskets to improve the important visual aspect of the town to encourage 
more people to shop in Chard. 

Partnership Working has been a phrase we have almost pioneered in Chard within 
the local government sector. This style of working has yielded many advantageous 
cost-saving facilities for Chard people. Partnering with organisations such as 
Somerset Waste Partnership and South Somerset District Council has enabled the 
Council to save a considerable amount of money through efficiency savings. We 
are all being as creative as possible in looking at ways in which processes can be 
streamlined to encourage further savings. 

For a many years, thanks to the wisdom of previous Councils, Chard has developed 
the capacity to look after many functions that other towns may only dream about. 
This proven capacity, coupled with our ability to use the Power of Wellbeing will 
stand Chard in good stead with the merging of functions between South Somerset 
District Council and East Devon District Council. Chard Town Council is willing and 
able to accept delegated functions from these authorities providing 'revenue 
follows function'. Many of the smaller, more localised activities of the principal 
authorities can be delivered locally here in Chard and at 
a lower cost. That has to be good for everyone. 

In this coming year the Council has set aside a fund to 
enable it to award grants to community organisations 
within the town. Application packs are available and the 
Council will shortly appoint an evaluation group to assess 
each application to decide on the level of the award. This 
is not a 'give-away' task. Applicants need to meet a strict 
criteria and demonstrate their ability to handle money 
wisely and in a proper fashion. It will mean that a 
number of small groups will be able to receive a 'helping 
hand' to establish themselves and become sustainable 
faster and more easily. 

Chard continues to grow. This is a very lively and active 
town with plenty going on. Your Council and Officers are 
totally committed to serving the community and helping 
it to grow.

Inevitably there were some who 
complained and were persistent and quite vocal in their opinion that the "Council" 
should do something but there were many who quietly just got on with their lives, 
helping their neighbours, doing their shopping and fetching the essentials. Once 
again the 'many' rally around in difficult times and it makes me proud to be Mayor 
of such a 'caring town' as Chard. 

The Council wants to harness that spirit -and resilience, ready for when the bad 
weather returns, so if you are one of those people who wants to do your bit for 
your neighbours we want to hear from you. 

Our parks in the town continue to improve. Thanks, in part, to some grants from 
Government passed down through the County and the 
District to Chard we have a brand new exciting play 
facility at Jocelyn Park. Ashcroft is next on the list.

Expectations 
over TB issue 


YOU may be relieved to know that I’ve nothing 
to say about the General Election result other 
than to note, with relief, the appointment of 
Caroline Spelman as Secretary of State for Defra 
in place of the hopeless Benn. 

Caroline, who has had a long connection with country 
issues and represents Meriden, near Coventry, a 
constituency with a strong rural interest, has been 
consistently supportive on a wide range of country 
issues. 

One, she is going to have to deal with firmly and 
without equivocation is the emotive problem of 
badgers, TB and cattle, particularly here in the 
Westcountry. After 13 years of failure to take any action 
or make decisions by the Labour government, the 
farming community, which has been so badly corroded 
by the disease, now expects some positive movement to 
be taken by way of a cull. It is, of course, a highly 
divisive issue and I have not the slightest doubt that the 
pro-badger lobby will already be arming for battle and 
determined to fend off any attempts to kill badgers. 

It is an extremely delicate and difficult situation and 
one which will require the judgement of a Solomon to 
resolve. Each side claims to have evidence which either 
condemns badgers or exonerates them. 

However, the only firm evidence against drastic action 
is the likelihood that a proportion of badgers will avoid 
being killed and will disperse into areas hitherto free of 
the disease. Has any progress been made on a vaccine 
for either cattle or badgers? This issue will, one 
suspects, test the co-operation of the new coalition 
government! 

Interesting too, to see whether, in due course, the 
coalition will honour the agreement by both parties to 
allow a free vote on a decision to repeal the flawed 
hunting ban. It is a sad fact that the ban has, perversely, 
caused a huge escalation in the number of foxes being 
killed and wounded by shooting at night, using lamps 
and calls. The opponents of hunting have, in fact, been 
responsible for a substantial increase in the slaughter of 
foxes. 

Horse owners in the south-west may be interested to 
know that the South West Protected Landscapes Forum 
(SWPLF), with help from the British Horse Society and 
the Farming and Wildlife Advisory Group, has 
produced a new booklet called Horses, the Landscape 
and you. This publication offers advice and tips to horse 
owners on good grazing, field boundary and waste 
management, in addition to advice on design and 
planning permission for buildings and other 
developments in National Parks and AONB. You can 
download it from the SWPLF website or obtain a hard 
copy from Blackdown Hills AONB, St Ivel House, 
Hemyock, Cullompton EX15 3SJ. 

I note, too, that the Dorset Wildlife Trust and the 
Kingcombe Environmental Studies Centre (KESC) 
have joined together in an effort to enhance 
environmental education and active conservation in 
Dorset. Both charities have similar aims and while the 
DWT has expanded its educational work in recent 
years, the Kingcombe Centre has acquired a national 
reputation for environmental studies, especially for 
schools and provides a range of courses dealing with 
natural history, archaeology, craft and art. Sited within 
the DWT’s Kingcombe Meadows nature reserve, the 
KESC will continue to offer these courses and at the 
same time will expand DWT’s education programme, 
particularly with schools. 

The KESC educational programme offers day course 
or week-long activity holidays and the centre is 
renowned for friendly hospitality, good food and 
accommodation. If you’d like to know more about the 
courses on offer, online bookings can be made at 
www.kingcombe.org.

FOLLOWING the launch of the face-lifted Fabia 
and Roomster, Skoda Auto has unveiled the 
Fabia Estate GreenLine II and Roomster Green-

The new model Fabia and Roomster have been 
facelifted and fitted with new technology designed 
to further reduce fuel consumption and C02 emis¬ 
sions.

1,300 car cloning cases are ‘tip of the iceberg’ 


AS CAR Crime Awareness 
Week (17-23 May) gets un¬ 
derway, police car crime ex¬ 
perts are warning that many 
thousands of ‘cloned’ cars 
are still being sold illegally, 
to genuine buyers, who then 
stand to lose both their new 
car and the money they paid 
for it. 

According to ACPO figures*, 
1,300 cloned vehicles, worth 
more than £13million, have 
been recovered since 2006. 
Yet, this is likely to be just a tiny 
proportion of the problem, with 
over 100,000 stolen blank V5C 
Registration documents still in 
circulation, being used to 
clone stolen vehicles. 

Cloning is where criminals 
use stolen vehicle documents 
to change the identity of a 
stolen vehicle to match that of 
a legitimate vehicle. Such ve¬ 
hicles are then often sold on il¬ 
legally, to unwitting buyers. 

Paul Boddington, founder of 
CarEnquiry.co.uk, said: “Buy¬ 
ers are at greater risk from 
cloned cars than ever before 
and it’s clear those cars recov¬ 
ered are just the tip of the ice¬ 
berg - today, it really is buyer 
beware, with established deal¬ 


ers the best way to stay safe.” 

CarEnquiry.co.uk has 

pledged to only allow accred¬ 
ited dealers that meet its strict 
conditions to sell through its 
online car finding service and 
will insist all used cars offered 
carry a certified history check. 

Its efforts have the support of 
Edmund King, AA president, 
who said: “Car buying is 
fraught with pitfalls, from rogue 
traders to car cloning and 
forged documents. It always 
pays to shop with your head, 
not your heart and deal only 
with those who can deliver you 
genuine cars, from accredited 
dealers.” 

Car Enquiry.co.uk and the 
ACPO Vehicle Crime Intelli¬ 
gence Service have also is¬ 
sued the following four key 
steps for Car Crime Aware¬ 
ness Week, to avoid cloned 
cars: 

1 Do not pay in cash - cloner- 
swant to be able to disappear 
quickly with the money and re¬ 
main anonymous. Instead, 
use a traceable payment 
method, such as a credit card 
or bank draft 

2 Check key vehicle details 
before you buy - cloners don’t 


want buyers to look at the de¬ 
tails and spot anomalies in the 
paperwork or on the vehicle. 
Check registration number 
(VRM), chassis number (VIN), 
along with the V5C serial num¬ 
ber and issue date to check if 
it has been altered in anyway, 
or it’s one of the ones 
recorded as stolen. Serial 
numbers for the stolen V5Cs 
are: BG 8229501-BG 9999030 
and Bl 2305501-Bl 2800000. 

3 Do not pay less than 70% of 
the vehicle’s market value - 
cloners want to shift the car 
quickly, so will price it as a bar¬ 
gain (half price or even less). 
Know the market value for the 
car you’re buying and don’t be 
blinded by the ‘bargain’ 

4 View and buy from only an 
authorised retailer with prem¬ 
ises, or purchase from the reg¬ 
istered keeper’s address - 
cloners want to remain un- 
traceable and anonymous, to 
ensure a clean getaway, meet¬ 
ing the buyer in a lay-by, mo¬ 
torway service station or car 
park. Don’t be tempted by any 
such offer and check the ad¬ 
dress you visit matches details 
on the V5C

WITH the score at 119 for 2, 25 overs to go and 
a target of 195 to win the game Axminster were 
looking to take maximum points from the match 
at Clyst. However the bowling of Waters, 3-10 in 
a 12 over spell and Couch (5-40) returning for a 
second spell saw the side collapse to 164 all out. 

The in ni ngs of the home side had been a similar 
effort with Ferro (35) and Read (41) the top scores 
as they reached 144-5 but then 31 runs for the 
ninth wicket proved to be crucial.

LAST year Jon Day came up with the idea of a 
Runfest - a whole weekend of running for all the 
family. One year on and what a weekend the second 
Runfest was. 

About 25 runners ran upto 38 miles on the nine 
social runs over three days, ranging from 3 to 14 
miles on routes not generally used by our other 
events. In between Fun on the Run was Fun in the 
Campsite, to whit Manor Farm and much use was 
made of the barbecue and barrel of Branoc. Running 
was what brought the runners together but far from 
the whole story of a fantastic weekend. 

Chris Keefe was the first AVR home in last 
Wednesday’s Yeovil 3K summer series race, he was 
24th in 18:34. Harry Moore was the only other AVR 
runner; he was 143rd in 41:15. Harry also ran in 
Sunday’s Ottery 10K race where he took the over 70 
title and won a bottle of bubbly for being the oldest 
runner. 

On Wednesday lunchtime, Dawn Potter made a 
last minute decision to compete in that evenings 
Purbeck 10K in Wareham. It turned out to be a great 
choice as later, in the chilly and initially damp 
weather, Dawn stormed around the course in 50:44 
which smashed her PB for 10K by well over six 
minutes. She now has the 50 minute barrier in her 
sights. 

Luke Reed took part in the Taunton Deane Sprint 
Triathlon, the event comprised of a 400m pool 
swim, 22k bike and a 5k run. Luke was very pleased 
to finish 21st overall out of 300 competitors with 
splits of 7.32 for the swim 40.01 for the bike and 
19.05 for the run giving him an overall time of 
1.08.17 including transitions. Former Axe Valley 
Runner Richard Easton also took part in the race fin¬ 
ishing 2nd overall in a very swift time of 1.02.10. 

There was a fantastic 24 four man teams at the lat¬ 
est Woodland Relay race hosted by AVR at 
Morganhayes Woods last week. This is a summer 
series between AVR, Honiton, Sidmouth and the 
Met Office running clubs. Garry Perratt has 
designed a 1.8 mile loop that descended, evened off 
then rose to the woodland heavens almost vertically. 

The worst bit was the final flat and straight 200 
metre section that turned tired legs wobbly and 
lungs to bursting point. Most finished with eyes on 
stalks six inches out from their face with a zombie 
like expression that gradually wore off. 

For the lead teams it was a very close race with 
Sidmouth’s Matthew Szala posting the fastest lap of 
the evening, 10:37, heading off AVR’s Garry Perratt 
by 13 seconds. Off roared Chris Keeffe in pursuit of 
Guy Bennet and overhauled him to give AVR the 
lead, could Jon Day hold off Ben Chesters? It was 
close, but Alex Todd was just ahead of Graham Hill 
at the start. He smoothly pulled away to give victo¬ 
ry to the AVR Senior Men in 45:19, with Sidmouth 
Senior Men 2nd, 45:50 and Honiton Men’s A 3rd, 
47:40. 

Honiton A won the ladies race with Fran Bond, 
Ceri Oak, Judy Davey and Jill Harrison completing 
in 53:31. It was very close in the Junior race, with 
Honiton Juniors Reuben Heeler-Frood, Jake Harvey, 
Joe and Sam Urquart finishing in 54:22, just three 
seconds ahead of the AVR Juniors Matthew Morbey, 
Ellis Bee, James Sibley and James Hansford.
